Code 8§ 2.2-4013(B) requires @i changes to the proposed regulation be
highlighted in the final regulations, and it apgetrat this requirement has been fulfilled. Algarsuant to
§ 2.2-4013(C), if the Governor finds that one orrenchanges with substantial impact have been nwateet
proposed regulation, heay (but is not required to) direct DSS to provide alditonal thirty days to solicit
additional public comment on the changes.
